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CONFERENCE WOULD NOT 


STEEL STRIKE NOW 


Fitzpatrick, Leader of Steel workers, 


Says "Justice Is Demanded of 


U. S. Government." 


Washington, Sept. 25—Even should the United' States 


Steel corporation consent to meet representatives of the men, 
the nation-wide strike of steel workers could not now be called 
off, in the opinion of John Fitzpatrick, chairman of the strik- 
ers committee, as expressed today at the opening of the senate 
labor committee's investigation of the strike. 


"The 350,000 men on strike," Fitzpatrick declared, "are 


going to demand from the United States government justice, 
decent justice." 


^ 
Fitzpatrick is the first witness be-, 


sore the education and labor com- { 
mittee. 
The committee room was 


crowded with senators, .representa- 
tives and others interested. William 
H. Rubin, council for the steel strik- 
ers, accompanied Fitzpatrick, %vho at 
the outset of the hearing, asked what 
assurance had been given by Judge 
Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the board 
cf the United States Steel corporation 
that he would appear before the com- 
mittee next Wednesday. 


GARY WILL TESTIFY. 


Senator Ken>on replied that Judge 


Gary had telephoned him that he 
would be present Wednesday and add- 
ed that "until that time we will not 
question his being here." 


Hubin requested that the committee 


placa in the record correspondence 
between Joseph P Tumulty, secretary 
to the president, 
Samuel Gompers 


president of the American Federation 
cf Labor, and Chairman Fitzpatrick 
regarding efforts to 
postpone 
the 


strike. Senator Kenyon asked Rubin 
to read the telegrams and letters 
which already have been published. 


HISTORY OP INDUSTRY. 


Fitzpatrick opened his statement 


with what he said was a.brief history 
of labor conditions in the steel In- 
dustry. 


"With the creation of the steel cor- 


poration a campaign was begun with 
the object of 
pushing 
organized 


workers out of the mills," he said 
"A great sum of money, I don't know 
whether It was 52,000.000 or $20.000,- 
000. 
was appropriated. 
In recent 


t 
years labor has begun to realize the 
tremendous Importance of the steel 
Industry and its Influence on other in- 
dustries. 


"While we were ge'tlne the eight 


hour day and better working condi- 
tions elsewhere the steel mills still 
operated with very Ions hours and 
with wages below the 
proper line 


Labor understood then the necessity 
of organizing the steel Industry for 
the purpose of controlling Its effect 
or. the others and at the last two 
conventions of the federation of la- 
bor the step was authorized." 


HOW THEY ORGANIZED. 


Fitzpatrick said representatives of 


twenty-four International unions af- 
filiated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor met in Chicago about a 
year ago and effected a campaign 
committee to organize the steel work- 
ers. Samuel Gompers was elected 
chairman and William Z. Foster sec- 
retary Men and money, the witness 
said, were assembled, but funds werr 
80 limited that the initial organiza- 
tion efforts were confined to the Cal- 
umet district, Including Chicago and 
Gary, Ind 


"The men in the steel mills." Fits 


Patrick continued, "were looking fo*. 
relief. They had no hope. They rp- 
tponded In large .lumbers and It wa.. 
enly a short time until we had a very 
luccessful organization." 


"Up to that time there had been no 


unionism In the steel mills?" asked 
Chairman Kenyon. 


a. 
"No," Fitzpatrick replied. "About 
'*' that 
time—October, 191S—the steel 


corporation was resorting to every 
•ffort to force action on the part of 
the men or of the labor organization 
to spread their influence. 
They an- 


nounced establishment of the eight- 
hour day and we knew that was an 
effort to prevent our organization." 


A. F. OF L. STARTED MOVE 
Senator Jones, Democrat, New uex- 


I' 
asked whether the employes had 


made application to the American 
Federation of Labor for organization 
or whether the movement had been 
initiated by the American Federation 
cf Labor. 


"The American Federation of Labor 


Initiated the movement," Fitzpatrick 
replied. 


"Was there no movement of the 


men inviting the organization," asked 
Senator Jones. 


"No. only as the men met in dif- 


ferent localities and expressed their 
desires." 


"Why was it incumbent on the 


American Federation of Labor to or- 
B^nize the steel industry?" Senator 
Jontis asked. 


WAS W.EAK SPOT OF LABOR 
"It was a bad spot in the industrial 
-> It: lation." Fitzpatrick replied. "In 
* 
the steel ind"stry the hours are long, 
the wages small and the treatrrent— 
r/rii nant describe the treatment." 


These 
conditions, he added, 
led 


other employers to consider Impos- 
ing similar conditions on their em- 
ployes and so for the benefit of or- 


workmen everywhere In the 


country organization of the steel in- 
dustry was deemed essential by the 
leaders of the movement. 


500,000 STEEL WORKERS 


"How many men are employed In 


steel mills?" asked Senator Kenyon. 


"We figure about 500,000." Fitz- 


patrick replied.. 


Continuing his statement. Fitzpat. 


rick said, "The steel corporation fin- 
ally gave assurances that It would 
establish the eight-hour day, but the 
steel workers paid no attention. 


"Demands 
kept 
coming 
from 


Youngstown, Pittsburgh that organ- 
izers be sent to help them," he said. 
"The first opposition was met In Me- 
Keesport. 
We wer? told there we 


could have no meetings in rented 
halls or lots 
We went to McKees- 


port and put the matter before city 
authorities. 
The 
mayor said 
we 


could not meet there and the city 
council said the mayor had full au- 
thority." 


"This was In October 1918," Fitz- 


patrick 
said, and the 
Issue was 


brought to Washington. 


"President Gompers of the Ameri- 


can Federation of Labor wrote the 
mayor," he continued, "and the gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania. 
There was 


no answer." 


TELLS OF OPPOSITION 


Everywhere the. organizers went 


they 
met 
opposition, Fitzpatrick 


said. 


I 
The first effort to obtain a con- 


ference with Judge Gary was made 
last May, the witness said. This was 
l>y the tin workers. 


"They received an answer stating 


that the corporation would not meet 
the 
representatives of labor, 
but 


would do business as they had In the 
past." said Fitzpatrick. 


After the steel situation had been 


discussed at the convention last June 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
President Gompers wrote Chairman 
Gary, Fitzpatrick said, adding: 


"That letter was ignored, absolute- 


ly. There was no reply." 


In continuing 
the steel 
workers 


organization, Fitzpatrick said the un- 
ion organizers were "jailed and op- 
posed In every possible way." 
Final- 


ly on July 20, he said, the twenty- 
four steel unions' representatives de- 
cided to take a strike vote of the 
men. 


"The organizations responded un- 


animously," the witness continued, 
"and on August 20 we had reports th.it 
88 per cent of the men the unions 
were able to get an expression from 
had authorized their representatives 
to call a strike if they were unable 
to get a conference with the corpora- 
tion heads." 


Fitzpatrick said 100,000 men out of 


500,000 in the steel Industry were In 
the union when the strike vote was 
taken, but 
added that "when 
the 


workers 
saw 
hope, 
50,000 
more 


joined." 


340,000 OUT 


Asked as to the number now af- 


filiated, he said 340,000 had joined 
the strike. 


"We compiled 
the vote, 
and au- 


thorized 
a committee 
to approach 


Judge Gary and get a conference," 
he salt). "We went to Judge Gary's 
office and he sent out word asking 
to be excused from a personal Inter- 
view, but saying we could submit our 
proposals in writing. We did so, and 
got a letter from him saying that he 
did not consider us to be represen- 
tatives of the men." 


"If Judge Gary had consented to 


this 
conference would this 
strike 


have 
been called?" 
asked Senator 


Kenyon. 


"No," Fitzpatrick responded. 


WOULD NOT STOP STRIKE . 


"If Judge Gary consents now, will 


the strike go on?" . 


"Yes, they are going on now in my 


opinion until they get justice." 


"At that time, had the presidents 


industrial conference been called?" 


"No, it had not." 
"We'd be Interested In having you 


tell us why you could not postpone 
the strike 
until 
after that," con- 


tinued Senator Kenyon. 


"The date had been set," Fitzpatrick 


said. "If we had waited we would 
have been shot to pieces." 


"WThat do you mean by that?" asked 


Senator Smith. Democrat, Georgia. 


"All kinds of Intimidations, through 


the business men," Fitzpatrick said. 
"Through the bosses. Men given the 
choice of 
tearing up their union 


cards or quitting their Jobs. Shot like 
Fannie Sellens, ono of our organiz- 
ers, at Breckenrldge, Pa." 


VICTIM OF GUNMEN 


Pressed for M *J*l»uatlon Flti- 


patrick introduced a photograph ol 
a dead woman. 


"She spoke at one of our meetings," 


he said. "When the gunmen shot an 
old man, she tried to protect some 
children with her skirts; then the 
order was given; 'Kill this one, too.' 
And they shot her." 


(A news dispatch from Pittsburgh 


on August 26 reported the killing of 
Miss Sellens, but said she was an 
organizer for the United Mine Work- 
ers and was killed In a labor riot 
near the plant of the Allegheny Coal 
and Coke company, near Brecken- 
rldge, Pa. It did not appear that she 
was concerned In organization for the 
steel strike.) 


GROWS DRAMATIC. 


Pointing his finger at various mem- 


bers of the committee and waving a 
photograph, Fitzpatrick said a pick- 
et—a man sixty years of age—was 
shot down In cold blood. 
Several 


children, he said, were attracted by 
the firing. 


"This woman." he continued, "came 


around the corner of the alley and 
saw the children. Then the gunmen 
appeared. She was afsald the child- 
ren would be shot. She reached down 
and pulled up her skirts and pulled 
them around the children In a cor- 
ner. 
Immediately the ghnmen fired 


and killed her." 


"Who 
were these gunmen?" asked 


Chairman Kenyon. 


"They were employes of thf com- 


pany—hired to terrorize the commu- 
nities," Fitzpatrick answered. 
"The 


deputy sheriffs and gunmen are act- 
ing all together." 


"What you mean to say." said Sen- 


ator Walsh, Democrat. Massachusetts 
"is that directly or indirectly thesr 
men were influenced or directed by 
the steel corporation?" 


"Yes, 
they are mill guards," Fltd- 


patrlck replied. 


"Public officials?" asked Senator 


Walsh. 


"They are sworn In as deputy sher- 


iffs." the witness erplalned. 


"We don't know where their pay 


comes from." 


"It is a fact that this shooting oc- 


curred In connection with 
a 
coal 


strike and before the steel trouble 
Isn't It?'1 asked Senator Phipps, Re- 
publican, Colorado. 


"But she was shot to put the fear 


Into our people." Fitzpatrick said. 


»20 TO J50 A DAY. 


Questioned by senators, Fitzpatrick 
said he was a horseshoer by trade 
and that his knowledge of conditions 
in the steel industrj had been gained 
by talks with the workers. 
He had 


never been In the plants, he said, as 
the steel corporation would not admit 
union organizers. 


Twelve hours Is the basic day in 


the steel Industry, Fitzpatrick said. 
though some few skilled men did 
work eight hours. 
He said those 


men might receive $20. $40 or $60 a 
day, but that It was a mere pittance 
considering the work done and the 
conditions surrounding It. 


EYES ON INQUIRY. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Sept. 25—The sen-

DEMAND CONSTITUTIONAL 


RIGHTS 


The fight of the steel workers for 


the right cf free speech and free as- 
semblage in the Pittsburgh district, 
according to union leaders. Is one of 
the main questions to be brought to 
the atentlon of the senate Investi- 
gators with the demand that "The 
constitutional rights of the workers 
be upheld by the 
federal go"ern- 


ment." 


SITUATION UNCHANGED 


Little change In trie strike situa- 


tion here was notiseable today. Con- 
flicting statements 
regarding

number of workers Involved In the 
walkout come from the employers 
and union headquarters with both 
sides claiming the advantage. 


DISORDERS DWINDLE 


Disorders In the district, so prom- 


inent during the first two days of 
the strike, have dwindled to sporadic 
outbreaks in which members of the 
crowds have 
been slightly 
Injured 


and many arrested.

PURPOSE OF INQUIRY 


Washington, Sept. 25.—Investiga- 


tion of the nation-wide iteel strlk* 


by the senate labor committee, which 
begins today was called to deter- 
mine "If the situation In any way 
can be relieved by federal action." 


Senator Kenyon, chairman of the 


committee, believes the 1 - 'estigation 
will serve to enlighten the public on 
the underlying causes of the strike 
and In that way affect 1U progress. 


FIRST CHICAGO DEATH 


Chicago, Sept. 25.—The first death 


in connection with the steel strike In 
the Chicago district was reported ear- 
ly today when the body of Robert 
Lloyd, 20 years old, a worker former- 
ly employed at a South Chicago mill, 
was found in the atreet near his home 
with a bullet wound just under his 
heart. A rifle from which a shot had 
been discharged was found near his 
body. 
The police who Investigated 


the case have been unable to deter- 
mine whether his death was due 'to 
an accident, suicide or whether he 
was murdered. ' 
, 


MERCHANTS FEEL STRIKE 


Youngstown, Ohio, Sept. 25.—With 


tb= closing of the steel mills In the 
Mahonlng valley, Youngstown mer- 
chants are beginning to feel the ef- 
fects already of the curtailment of 
ready money heretofore so freely 
spent by the mill workers, they gay. 
Very little buying outside the ne- 
cessities Is being done and even this 
is more restricted, they assert. As 
Inactivity of the mlllj continues, they 
expect conditions to grow even worse.

Denver, Colo., Sept. 25f—Declaring 


the Issue in the peace treaty discus- 
sion at last had been "clearly drawn," 
President Wilson said In address here 
today that the "question squarely fac- 
ing the nation was whether the Uni- 
ted States would keep Its pledges to 
help guarantee the peace 
of 
the 


world 


All of the minor objections to the 


treaty had been disposed of, he as- 
serted, and the whole discussion now 
had settled down upon the heart of the 
league of nations covenant—the guar- 
antees of article ten. Adoption of o 
reservation like that proposed In the 
senate, he declared, would be equiv- 
alent to rejection of the treaty. 
ONLY CRITICISM ON SHANTUNG 


Of all the subject matter In the 


treaty aside from thu league coven- 
ant, Mr Wilson said, the Shantung 
provision was the only one criticized 
That objection now has been cleared 
away, he continued, as had the les- 
ser objections urged against the cov- 
enant itself. 


The president touched briefly upon 


the voting power of the British em- 
pira in the league assembly, saying 
that objections on that score had been 
"exploded" when it became known 
that the British dominions "have six 
votes in the assembly but the as- 
sembly don't vote." 


On the final Issue ,as it had set- 


tled down about the question of res- 
ervatlons, said the president, therr 
wns no organized opposition to the 
treaty "except among the people whr 
tried to defeat the purpose of the 
government In the war." 


"Hyphens," added he, 
while 
thr 


crowd cheered, "are the knives be- 
ing stuck Into this document." 


BLAME STATE POLICE. 


Youngstown, O,, Sept. 25.—Charges 


that the Pennsylvania state constab- i 
ulary was responsible for the riots at 
New Castle arid Parrel! were made In 
a telegram sent today to John Fltz 
Patrick, chairman of the steel strike 
committee by S. T. Hammersmark, 
secretary In charge of strike head- 
ciuarters In the Youngstown district. 


The telegram follows; 
"The same speakers and organizers 


who addressed all meetings of the 
same class of people 
In peaceful 


Youngstown were used In outraged 
New Castle and Farrell. 
Constabu- 


lary absolutely responsible for mur- 
ders and reign of terror In polluted 
Pennsylvania." 


The fact that there has been no dis- 


order of any kind in the Youngs- 
town district, Hammersmark says, Is 
because of the attitude of the state 
and local officials toward labor. 


SLAB MILLS OPENED 


Chicago, gept. 25.—There was little 


change today In the steel strike sit- 
uation in the Chicago district. 


At Gary, Ind., the United States 


Steel corporation was reported to be 
operating Its slab mill and about 75 
of its 240 coke ovens and It was said 
that several blast furnaces and the 
rail mill would be operated later In 
the day with a limited force of men. 
More than 1,000 strikers are said to 
have returned to work yesterday and 
last night and the company Is said 
to have a force of about 4,000 inside 
the plant. 


Strikers were charged with having 


greased the rails of switch tracks 
leading to the mills, but no arrests 
were made. 


Union leaders deny that any of the 


strikers have returned and that the 
company Is operating any of Its de- 
partments on a production basin. 


At Waukegan, 111., the first vio- 


lence was reported when seven strik- 
ing employes of the American Steel 
and Wire company were arrested for 
making threats against non-union 
workmen. 
A night watchman em- 


ployed by the company was severely 
beaten by strikers, It was reported. 


Officials of the company notified 


Its 1,800 striking employes that un- 
less they returned to work within 
a few days, that the plant would be 
shut down for three months. At In- 
diana Harbor, Ind., It was reported 
that 6,000 employes of the Inland 
Steel company were willing to return 
to work provided they were given ad- 
equate police protection. Union labor 
leaders, however, denied any deflec- 
tion from their ranks. 


It the Illinois Steel company's plant 


in South Chicago, the slab mill and 
several blast furnaces were reported 
to be in operation with 
a limited 


force, although this was denied by 
oflfcials of the labor unions. Crowds 
of strikers gathered about the plant 
today and j*ered workmen who re- 
ported for duty. 


At Jollet and other points in this 


district the situation was reported as 
unchanged and quiet prevailed. 


NO NEW CLAIMS 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Sept. 25.—Neither 


side in the steel workers' strike In 
the Pittsburgh district made any 
claims today of great changes in the 
situation. The fourth day of the 
walkout found western Pennsylvania 
comparatively auUt. 


RESERVATION AS REJECTION. 


Cheyenne, 
Wyo., 
Sept. 
24. — 


Reading the proposed senate reser- 


vation to article ten of the lea&W 
covenant President Wilson declared 
In an address here yesterday that 
should any such leservation be adopt- 
ed he would "be obliged as chief ex- 
ecutive to regard it as a rejection of 
the treaty." 


By the provisions of the reserva- 


tion the United States would assume 
no obligation to preserve the terri- 
torial Integrity of other nations un- 
lesa congress should so decide. 


Unless the United States went Into 


the league now, he added, and as- 
sumed Its full responsibility It would 
have to come In later with Germany 
The example to which the whole 
world now turned, the president said 
was set by tho United States In 1776. 
Some European statesmen, he de- 
clared, had "effected to disregard1 
that example, but now they all had 
come under Its Influence. 


In the new world concord to res- 


cue the world completely from auto- 
cracy, Mr. Wilson said, the United 
States must take the lead. 


TO PUEBLO. 


Denver, Colo., Sept. 25.—President 


Wilson left at 11 o'clock this morn- 
Ing for Pueblo, Colo., where he is to 
deliver his next address. 


Ship Ore To 
Milk By Permit 


Washington, Sept. 25.—In an effort 


to meet the first effects of the steel 
strike on the transportation systems 
the 
railroad 
administration 
today 


instituted a system of moving coal 
and Iron ore to the steel mills by 
permit which will limit the quantities 
shipped to what the steel mills can 
consume during the strike. 


Regional directors of the railroad 


administration will handle the per- 
mits. The new order Is intended to 
prevent congestion at terminals and 
also prevent larire quantities of rail- 
road equipment from being tied up. 
The plan will operate much the same 
as the plan which adopted for move- 
ment of the wheat crop.
